Mr. E.T. McDowell, a Delegate, Puts Down 
in Writing Some of His Observations 
of the Convention for Irma Times 


(By E. T. McDowett) 

Wednesday the forenoon was _ta- 
ken up with registration of dele- 
gates, about 150 municipal districts 
were represented. A.short address 
from Mayor of Calgary: telling de- 
legates he was very pleased to see 
such a large attendance. Afternoon 
was taken up with resolutions, 
~ there on about one hundred and 

thirty * eer! 
Thursday morning Mr. Green- 
field declined the nomination as he 
is a director on U.F.A. board. A. 
J. H. Donahoe was elected presi- 
dent. A. G. McKay spoke’ on 
‘health, schools and municipal hos- 
pitals. He said housing conditions 
were bad and: sanitation in rural 
districts and villages were going to 
be dealt with... He made the. state- 
ment that the local health officers 
would be assessed a plaster of $50 if 
their.nuisances were not reported 
and cleaned up.° Schools: should 
have proper ventilation and each 
school he reeommended: to have a 
nurse or medical health officer give 
‘the pupils a once over every year. 
This could be done for $20 per 
school as there were nurses engaged 
. by the Health Department for this 
purpose. Mr. McKay outlined the 
hospital scheme and spoke of the 
injustice of Mannville hospital tak- 
ing in territory that rightfully be- 
longed to Irma. He said he would 
present a bill to parliament to take 
out those two townships. He said 


- there were less than a hundred and 
fifty people people who lived in 
those 4gep townships but he had re- 
ceivedwver three hundred letters 
entering protests and that . there 
were even open letters in the Irma 
Times calling him down. He as- 


sured the meeting that any new dis- 
tricts formed would be thoroughly 
considered and his inspector visit 
the proposed district, to see if the 
territory assessed would be: able to 
supvort a hospital and the. people 
taken in satisfied. Afternoon, Lieut. 
Gov. Brett spoke on reconstruction 
and aiding returned soldiers to com- 
mence farming, and other occupa- 
tions. Vice-Pres Gardiner was elect- 
ed, directors elected, Bright and 
McCumfry, balance of afternoon 
taken up by resolutions. Friday Ed- 
monton was decided on gs the place 
for next convention. Mr. J. Pirrie, 
Deputy Minister of Municipal af- 
fairs, Mr. Wood of UFA addressed 
the convention. Many resolutions 
were taken up, two of the most im-

surance and grazing, all the favor- 
able arguments for hail. insurance 
were pointed out. The southern 
municipal districts in surcharge 
areas were represented to. a- man.

From Bomb J.R.Love 


Extracts from letters from Bomb 

J.R. Love. . 
Bonn, on the Rhine Dec.22. 

Dear.Father:- ~ 

We are always on the go and find 
Vit hard to get any letters written as 
they all have to go through our 
censor and H.Q. I have been send- 
ing you several views of the differ- 
ent places we’ve been in. I have 
been to Cologn several times. Twice 
on business with the Major and once 
to the Grand Opera besides several 
sight seeing trips. My knowledge of 
the German language comes in good 
as there are only three or four of 
our bunch that can talk german and 
I generally go along as interpreter 
We made the trip from Bonn to 
Cologn in 30 minutes the other day 
in the Major’s car this was certainly 
some travelling. Cologn is a won- 
derful up-to-date city. Much ahead 
of anything I have seen so far. Itis 
the fourth largest city in Germany, 
700,000 population. The: Cathedral 
is the greatest piece of architecture 
I’ve ever seen. All the stores and 
restaurants have the most modern 
and luxurious fixtures. Bonn is the 
great University centre of Germany 
where the Kaiser and Crown Prince 
were educated. It is also the birth 
place of the famous Beethoven. It is 


a very. 
the great aitinbee of homes of lux- 
ury that adorn nearly every street. 

‘As for my trip to Rome I’ve giv- 
en itupas I think I have seen 
enough of Europe. Especially when 
I think of all my friends and _ pals 
who have given up their lives and 
I have come through with a whole 
skin. I have been to Paris and haye 
seen a lot of France, Belgium, and 
Germany without camouflage. I 
have seen the thing through to the 
Rhine. Perscnally I have enjoyed 
what I have gone through but am 
fed up on Europe and will be glad 
to get back home. ~— 

Birk, Germany, Jan. Ist, 
Dear Father: - 

We had our Xmas dinner in Bonn 
in. the Hindenburg school. I am en- 
closing some snap- shots. Of course 
things are very scarce in Germany 
but we were able to have just about 
as good a diuner as we ebad last year 
in France. - 

- On the 30th of Dec: we crossed: 
the Rhine and took a forward posi- 
tion about 20 kilos farther in Ger- 
many: We have to carry on just as 
we did before the armistice only 
there is nothing tozehoot at. We 
hear we are going to move out of 
Germany some time this month. 
The people are all decent and _ treat
